NOTE: the language "when hybridized to first nucleic acid" is unclear as to how the phrase would substantially 
differentiate from the prior art of probe with already labeled dye binding to target and detecting FP. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: upon further review of Linn et al while still 
cognizant of the interview of 5/29/03 & 6/4/03, it is believed that Linn et al still poses anticipatory art in that Linn et al do teach rhodamine 
dyes (see col. 8 line 34) which would satisfy the claim langauge "neutral or positive dyes" (see specification page 18 line 24).Moreover the 
proposed language would not appear to overcome Di Cesare (US5.71 6,784). Although DiCesare et al uses cleavage , Di Cesare et al's 
method still has 5' fluorophore labeled probe having a rhodmaine dye when hybridized to first nucleic acid and detecting FP (see col. 7 
line 5-15). The claims still read broadly to be inclusive of cleavage reactions. 
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
